JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 
FIGURES AREN’T ENOUGH 
A release from the VFW mentions 
that about l l per cent more young 
people were arrested in the state 
and in the nation in 1956 than were 
in 1955.The VFW says it is strength- 
* ming its youth activities and will 
join with others in coping with this 
• menace. It also says that about l l 
per cent of national a rre sts involve 
‘young people under 
18, most of 
whom steal cars or other property. 
This figure does not tell the real 
story. And we fail to see why people 
wait to look at the court record be­ 
fore they act. You cannot m easure 
juvenile delinquency by the number 
of boys and girls who face the judge. 
If you are going to estimate the 
degree 
of delinquency by young 
people who kick the law around, 
visit the police station, and stay 
there a few nights. When we were 
doing the police run, and a few 
others, seven days a week, the of­ 
ficers were doing plenty of running 
after a large variety of calls every 
night. And the majority of them in­ 
volved young people. 
That eleven per cent figure is a 
phoney if we ever saw one. Before 
the last war we had figures based 
on W arren alone, which is paradise 
compared with many cities, and the 
time spent by the officers on cases 
involving young people far exceeded 
all the others combined. We suspect 
it still does. 
Nearly every series of robberies 
that is cleaned up in this area in­ 
volves defendents who either are 
juveniles or just grew out of that 
stage. Those who just grew out 
often have been mixed up in trouble 
previously. 
How many crim inals have been 
before our judge lately who could be 
called adults? The fact is that c rim ­ 
inal cases, and court generally, have 
ceased to take up much trial time or 
newspaper space. This is not an area 
with much crim e involved, but we do 
have officers and they do seem to 
keep busy. 
When they get to the end of the trail 
there usually is a juvenile there, and 
most of the t i m e y o u don’t hear about 
it. For every one that is hauled into 
court there are many who are scold­ 
ed and turned over to their parents. 
No one who has been hep to what has 
been going on needs a l l per cent 
increase in 1956 to reveal the facts. 
* 
WHAT IS A DELINQUENT? 
That word “ delinquent” perhaps 
should be cleared up, or dropped. 
We often suspect that many who de­ 
bate the juvenile problem are not 
placing the same meaning on the 


word and actually are very far 
apart in their subject. 
We work very hard at keeping 
young people from becoming c rim ­ 
inals. 
But do they have to be a 
criminal to be a delinquent? Do 
•adults have to have criminal rec­ 
ords before they can be classified 
as delinquents? 
A delinquent to us is one who is 
a potential criminal if his ways are 
not mended. He may be rebelling a- 
gainst parental control; he may defy 
society and refuse to abide by its 
time-proved customs. He may ig­ 
nore the moral law and cause oth­ 
e rs to do the same. He has the 
makings of a poor citizen, a destruc­ 
tive member of society, and even a 
potential crim inal. 
You need not steal to exhibit a 
lack of respect for the rights of 
others. You need not kill to take 
away the life of another. 
We would say that a boy o r girl 
of high school age who is finding 
enjoyment in drinking, carousing, 
and immoral pleasures is a de­ 
linquent. But the word “ delinquent” 
we do not like. We are m ore in­ 
clined to believe we have a youth 
problem, and always have had one. 
The problem has enjoyed a na­ 
tural growth. It was easier to cope 
with a few generations back. Today 
life is faster in many respects; 
subjects of an adult nature are 
more openly discussed, dramatized, 
and lived. 
A few years ago the boys and 
girls sneaked copies of the Police 
Gazette or a lewd book out behind 
the barn and giggled through the 
pages. Today they can visit most 
newsstands and find many maga­ 
zines and paper-covered books that 
would make yesterday’s “ exciting” 
literature look tame. 
Television, the movies, and the 
stage openly provide a rapid and 
disordered “ education” that con­ 
tributes much adult knowledge to 
many not sufficiently equipped with 
a mature sense of responsibility for 
'coping with what they think they 
“ know” .

We don’t just have a youth prob­ 
lem. We have the problem of making 
better men and women. We want a 
better community, a better nation, 
and a better world. We must start 
with better citizens. 
Our m easure of our failure cannot 
be the number of young people who 
are placed before the court. Our 
m easure is how many of them are 
offering a problem as individuals. 
And we in W arren county find that 
there are enough of them to justify 
a probation organization, the p ur­ 
pose of which is to keep their names 
off the police blotter and direct them 
toward a law-abiding life after they 
have taken at least one turn in the 
wrong direction. 


Some judge has been quoted as 
saying that the V F W of Pennsylvania 
is doing a splendid job in the youth 
field because it has 3,000 boys in 
baseball and 20,000 in marble tour­ 
naments. 
W e l l , 
W arren has a 
thousand boys in baseball and we 
don’t know how many playing m ar­ 
bles, but we still have a problem, 
and we still have girls to be con­ 
sidered. It will require community­ 
wide program s that encompass far 
more than baseball and m arbles to 
do anything about this one. 
And as we often have written, our 


first job is to act as adults as we 
would have the young p e o p l e behave. 
You can’t set an immoral play ex­ 


ample with one hand while'you slap 
them with the other. This will r e ­ 
quire a coordinated effort of p a r­ 


ents, teachers, church, play time 
supervisors, and the community as 
a whole.

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THE PUBLIC’S LETTERS 
OFTEN HELP F.T.C. 
(Following is a release from the 
Federal Trade Commission con­ 
cerning letters written to it by the 
public. Much good can be done if 
such letters are written informa­ 
tively and for the right reason.) 
"Unfair and fraudulent business 
practices are coming under a sharp­ 
e r public eye. 
Letters of complaint to the Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission increased 
32 percent during the past year, 
from 2,811 to 3,625. Of these, 2,500 
came from people who believed they 
had been duped or cheated, and 1,125 
were from firm s charging their 
business rivals with competing un­ 
fairly. 
Analyzing the increase in com­ 
plaining letters, FTC Chairman John 
W. Gwynne declared: "W eh av erea­ 
son to believe the increase is due 
largely to a greater public aware­ 
ness of the protection given by the 
laws we enforce. The press, in r e ­ 
porting the news and significance of 
FTC cases during the year, has con­ 
tributed much to this aw areness.” 
Nearly 80 percent of the Com­ 
m ission’s cease and desist orders 
result from letters of complaint

(the FTC calls them "applications 
for complaint"). The rest of the 
orders stem from information r e ­ 
ceived from Congress, other gov­ 
ernmental agencies, Better Busi­ 
ness Bureaus, and from investi­ 
gations initiated by the Com m is­ 
sion. (The Commission never r e ­ 
veals the identity of individual or 
corporate petitioners 
f o r 
com­ 
plaint.) 
"The public provides the Com­ 
mission with its most effective eyes 
and e a rs," says H arry A. Babcock, 
Director of the FTC’s Bureau of In­ 
vestigation. "A s the victims of il­ 
legal practices, 
m em bers of the 
public provide us not only with speci­ 
fic information on new violations of 
the law but also help us check on 
whether our previous orders are 
being violated." 
The letters from the public could 
be even more effective, Mr. Bab­ 
cock says, 
if the w riters would 
offer more specific information. For 
example, it was a wasted postcard 
from a woman in North Carolina 
who 
scribbled that "the sto re” 
where she shopped was guilty of 
false advertising and "would the 
FTC look into it." 
"People writing their complaints 
to u s," Mr. Babcock points out, 
"m ust give the exact name of the 
company and the product involved. 
We need to know how the product 
is advertised. If newspaper adver­ 
tisements are used, the complain­ 
ant should include a copy of the ad 
in his letter, lf the complaint stems 
.from claims made by a door-to- 
door salesman, we should be told 
in specific detail how the salesman 
allegedly m isrepresented his prod­ 
uct. We need the same facts if the 
advertising is on radio or televi­ 
sion."

While the public often 
will not know this, specific detail of 
advertising will help a Commission 
attorney make his own determ ina­ 
tion. 
Ordinarily complainants 
should 
not send the Commission important 
personal documents or property, 
yet letters the public receives from 
companies advertising their prod­ 
ucts fall in the general category of 
advertising and should be included. 
Among the erroneous im p res­ 
sions the public has," says Sherman 
R. Hill, the Com m ission’s Chief 
Project Attorney, 
" a re that the 
Commission can help the individual 
in his private controversy with m e r­ 
chants, can get his money back on a 
bad purchase, or can require p e r­ 
formance on a guarantee. The Com­ 
mission has no power to arbitrate 
personal claims. All we can do is 
investigate the matter, and if action 
is warranted by the public interest, 
we 
stop the seller from making 
future m isrepresentations." 
Analyzing 
the 
60-odd 
letters 
received each week, Mr. Hill uses 
"public interest" as a guide in his 
determination whether to assign 
complaint letter to an attorney for 
further investigation. 
Often, Mr. Hill says, a single 
letter of complaint must be filed 
with only a letter of acknowledge­ 
ment. Yet, the complaining letter 
is not forgotten, lf enough of them 
are received to reveal a significant 
degree of m isrepresentation by a 
company, then all letters are a s ­ 
signed to an attorney for investi­ 
gation. 
A recent example involved a com­ 
pany contracting with small-town 
civic clubs to publish cookbooks for 
them in return for their help in 
soliciting advertising from the local 
merchants. A letter arrived at the 
FTC complaining that the company 
was not furnishing the books. It was 
filed without action. Similar letters 
followed — from small towns all 
over the country. The pattern of 
m isrepresentation became appar­ 
ent, and the Commission instituted 
proceedings resulting in the issu ­ 
ance of a cease and desist order 
against the company based on a 
finding it was engaging in a "m on­ 
umentally fraudulent racket." "The 
value of letters calling fraud to our 
attention, even if they are incom­ 
plete, cannot be overem phasized,” 
said Mr. Hill. 
These letters have an additional 
value to the Commission in its en­ 
forcement of orders. The FTC Act, 
gives the Commission authority to 
bring suit in Federal Court against 
firms which continue making false 
claims after the Commission has 
ordered them to stop. TheC om m is- 
sion can ask the courts to assess 
as much as a $5,000 fine for each 
separate violation. 
Many times the Commission is 
notified that a company is violating 
its order by a letter from some 
m ember of the public who, though 
unaware of this order complains 
he has been misled. Even in this 
work, where the Commission con­ 
tinues periodically to check com­ 
pliance with its orders, as many as 
one-half of the civil penalty suits 
result from public complaint. 
For some, a letter to the Com­ 
mission is a convenient way to 
"let off steam ." One woman wrote 
long ago complaining, not of any 
specific practice, but because she 
was "sick of the constant high 
p ressure of selling that surrounds 
(her family) continuously.” 
Another correspondent noted 
newspaper story that the Commis­ 
sion was investigating the high price 
of coffee. His gripe, he said, was 
not the price but the flavor. "Oh, 
for a taste of the coffee that was 
sold when I was youngl” he la­ 
mented. 
For the Commission to have ju­ 
risdiction there must be the sale of 
a product or service, a fact often 
overlooked by those writing in. For 
example, the Commission could do 
nothing to assist the man who com­ 
plained that his local newspaper 
would not print his letters to the 
editor. 
Another typical misunderstanding 
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is that the Commission puts some 
seal of approval on business firms. 
Many letters are from people want­ 
ing to deal with a company but who, 
before doing so, write in to ask the 
Commission" if it’s " a good com­ 
pany." The Commission does not 
have the authority to give or with­ 
hold any such approval. 
Many letters the Commission re ­ 
ceives are from people who com­ 
plain to the Commission not to have 
their private m atters settled but be­ 
cause they are interested in doing 
public good. 
Such a person was a retailer in 
Florida who had purchased for r e ­ 


sale a large shipment of a special 
kind of chewing gum. He found the 
deal had been m isrepresented to him 
and that he had paid for a quantity of 
unsalable goods. In his letter to the 
Commission he said: 
"I am stuck with the gum, which 
is probably as much my fault as the 
m anufacturer’s. The purpose of this 
complaint is not to cry on your 
shoulder. I will eventually work out 
of it . . . but the real essence is to 
try and stop him advertising for 
salesm en to dump his product tm 
. . . If I can save someone who can­ 
not afford a loss of this kind, I will 
have done some good.”

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GRADUATED INCOME TAX 
A study has been authorized which 
may make it possible to do some­ 
thing about Pennsylvania’s antiqua­ 
ted tax and debt system. The legis­ 
lature at the recent session ap­ 
proved a non-partisan commission 
to study and recommend revisions 
in Pennsylvania's c o n s t i t u t i o n , 
which some call the "Constitution 
of 1873". 
This is a very good description 
for a constitution that is so out 
of date that it handicaps communi­ 
ties, counties, and the state in 
their financing, and forces them to 
use uneconomical methods and levy 
unequal taxes. 
Examples of both 
are the authorities and property 
taxes. 
The authorities were created to 
get around the debt limitation. At 
present prices no town can finance 
a building or even a fair-sizec 
paving program with a straight bone 
issue. 
The limitation is so low 
that schools, 
sewage plants, and 
other facilities would cost more 
than the allowed bond issue. 
At the same time we are look­ 
ing for tax means that will be 
equitable and the constitution does 
not allow a graduated levy. 
All, 
rich and poor, pay the same rate 
This straddles us with the property 
tax which is supposed to make the 
wealthy pay more than the low of 
income. But does it? 
Two men can have the same in­ 
come and pay far different taxes 
They may enjoy the same com­ 
munity privileges, same fire anc 
police protection, same sewer facil­ 
ities, same streets, same schools 
Yet their taxes may not be at all 
the same. 
One may choose to put all of his 
income into his home, which might 
cost him twenty thousand dollars. 
The other may choose to place his 
money in non-taxable bonds and live 
in a small bungalow, which might 
cost him as little as six or seven 
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thousand dollars. 
Their income is the same, they 
enjoy the same privileges. 
But 
their tax loads are far apart. 
Is 
this fair? 
A r e v i s i o n of the constitution 
might make available several grad­ 
uated taxes, including an income 
tax, the fairest of any known to 
tax authorities. 
And it should lift 
the bonded indebtedness limit so 
that the state, counties, and com­ 
munities can provide facilities with­ 
out going through the creation of 
an authority.

mountaineer is running ahead, if 
slightly, of both the younger men in 
Dr. Gallup’s popularity poll for 
President, though he is by now old 
hat at this running-for-President 
Dusiness and might be considered an 
also-ran after two times out. In 
trial runs against the Vicepresident 
and Senator Kennedy he was the win­ 
ner. 
Senator Kefauver is doing this all 
on his own, by himself, just tending 
to his knitting here. The other two, as 
we know, have at their command the 
modern techniques for building up 
personality, the copywriters and 
ohotographers, that now are avail­ 
able in our more widely circulated 
slick magazines, as well as the sup­ 
port of powerful persons, in each 
instance, of wealth and influence 
To have Senator Kefauver getting 
along as well as he is on his own 
is consoling to those who abhor this 
new age of synthetic creation of fig­ 
ures in our politics. It has become a 
new industry in our country. Among 
its services is to “ tailor," as the 
expression is, an ambitious candi­ 
date so that he can be generally 
pleasing. The result is a “ char­ 
acter’’ for politics sake that some­ 
times does not bear much resem ­ 
blance to the original as he has been 
known. 
If you know anything about our 
politics today, particularly as it is 
affected by powerful economic in­ 
terests, you would know that no big 
magazine or advertising company is 
likely to do anything to build up Estes 
Kefauver. He is not likely to be found 
on the cover of any magazine nor the 
subject of the familiar build-up e s­ 
says inside. 
The trouble with him is that he 
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E J. Abraham & Sons 
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aas been curious about, the wrong 
subjects, and that has put him in 
the class of the country boy whom 
certain powerful interests want to 
stay in the country, or at least 
not near the White House. 
For example, he is anathema 
to the utilities, among other big 
interests. To their way of think­ 
ing, Estes Kefauver has devoted 
too much of his time and talents in 
his career in House and Senate in 
promoting TVA and in trying to 
Drotect it, and in support of other 
public power projects. During the 
iisenhower’Administration the task 
of the Tennessee Senator and others 
las been the more desperate chore 
of trying to save from actual de­ 
struction this great conservation 
project in the Southeast which has 
seen copied all over the world. 
Senator Kefauver has spent too 
much time, so far as the utilities 
are concerned, in exposing such 
gimmicks as the notorious Dixon- 
Yates deal cooked up in the Eisen- 
lower 
Administration to cripple 
TVA, and in showing how those full­ 
page advertisements in so many 
magazines by the utilities aimed at 
public power projects are paid for 
iy you, the consumer and/or sucker, 
in your electric bills. In short, you 
are financing their propaganda. 
The Tennessee Senator likewise 
has exposed how electric utilities 
paid dividends to their stockholders 
from tax savings they got through 
tax write-offs allowed by the gov­ 
ernment under the guise of being 
''defense’ ’ industries. One of the last' 
things that Secretary of Treasury 
George M. Humphrey did before he 
left here was to explain how the rest 
of us have to make up through our 
income 
t a x e s 
the 
reductions 
achieved by utilities and other cor­ 
porations in such special tax bene­ 
fits. They postpone tax reduction 
for the rest of us, he said. 
Of late Senator Kefauver has been 


conducting an investigation into mo­ 
nopolistic practices, especially as 
they relate to inflation and the cost 
of living which is still soaring high­ 
er every month. Somehow the Ke­ 
fauver story, which is a continuation 
of what the folks learned when he 
was all over the country in his 
primary campaign for the Demo­ 
c r a t i c 
Presidential nomination, 


must be getting through to the folks. 
That is the only way you can explain 
how, strictly on his own, he is out­ 
running in die Gallup polls the two 
younger men who have so much 
going for them in the way of build­ 
ups.

Your Forest Ranger 
By Larry Stotz 


In a few weeks another class of 
young people will enter our colleges 
and universities to start training 
for their c areers. Some will have 
only the vaguest notions of what the 
professions they have chosen have to 
offer in m aterial rewards and p er­ 
sonal satisfactions. Not all can even 
give a good definition of the word, 
“ professicfh.” 
The late Justice Brandeis of the 
U. S. Supreme Court aptly defined 
a profession as being, “ First, an 
occupation for which the necessary 
preliminary training is intellectual 
in character, involving knowledge 
and to some extent learning, as 
distinguished from m ere skill. Sec­ 
ond, an occupation which is pursued 
largely for others and not merely 
for oneself. Third, an occupation in 
which the amount of financial return 
is not the accepted measure of suc­ 
c e ss.” 
The profession of forestry meets 
the three basic requirements of Ju s­ 
tice Brandeis’ definition. 
Long ago in Germany, where for­ 
estry is an old and honored profes­ 
sion, a forester once said, “ The 
Forest is a blessing of God’s c re a ­ 
tion and to be a servant of the Forest 
is a fine vocation.” 
Many generations of German for­ 
esters have since learned the truth 
of this assertion. 
One of the things that European 
foresters who visit America agree 
!upon is the need for more and more 
I foresters in this country, particu­ 
la r ly at die “ grass roots” level. 
The training of a modern forester 
'requires a m inimum of four years 
in a college in which he studies the 
sciences, humanities, engineering, 
I economics, 
silviculture, 
f o r e s t 
I management, forest protection and 
forest utilization. A fifth year of 
graduate study is highly recom ­ 
mended. The high school graduate 
who plans to study forestry has the 
choice of 38 universities and col- 
eges in the United States which 
offer courses leading to a forestry 
degree, but only 26 of them are ac­ 
credited by the Society of American 
Foresters. 
In a profession that is concerned 
prim arily with the conservation of 
renewable natural 
resources the 
forester finds his work to be of 
great social significance. His suc­ 
cess or failure as a forester may 
be written on the face of the land 
for generations. The big fire that 
he failed to stop may destroy a 
forest, impair a watershed and crip­ 
ple a forest industry. The waste­ 
land that he reforested may restore 
a depleted watershed, provide tim-

wildlife. The wilderness area that 
he saved from the axe may furnish 
inspiration for generations yet un­ 
born. 
A dedicated forester will place 
financial returns secondary toother 
and less tangible rewards. He will 
usually find himself in the middle 
income bracket. He will live in a 
small town o r village or perhaps 
alone in an isolated spot far r e ­ 
moved from modern conveniences. 
One of his greatest satisfactions 
will be working with and among the 
largest and oldest living things - 
trees. In the fascinating world of 
the forest he will become intimate 
with the inter-relationship of all 
living things. His scientific train­ 
ing will enable him to observe, and 
appreciate, the intricate and com­ 
plex world of Nature. 
To those unsuited to the way of 
life of a forester the profession can-- 
offer only disappointment, but to Cl 
those whose aptitudes and capabil- 
I ides fit them for a career in for- 
1 estry there can be no more inter- 
esting or satisfying work.

About Re-Assessment 


(Editor’s Note: The following in­ 
formation has been submitted by 
Jack Nicholson, of the W arren Coun­ 
ty chief assesso r’s office.) 


During the course of our workday 
we are asked many questions about 
our re-assessm ent program . In an 
effort to acquaint the public with the 
functions of our office and the pur­ 
pose of the re-assessm ent, we have 
answered the most often asked ques­ 
tions in this pamphlet. Since taxes 
are of major concern to all of us 
we hope you will find this pamphlet 
interesting and informative. 
WHAT IS RE-ASSESSMENT? 
It is an orderly scientific study 
of all assessm ents made on all 
residential, mercantile and indus­ 
trial real property based upon the 
use of construction cost data which 
has been compiled in the past six 
months by the J. M. Cleminshaw 
Company, as reflected in W arren 
County, Pa. 
In W arren County there are over 
25,000 separate assessm ents and by 
June 1959 each will be checked and 
re-appraised. 


WHY IS IT BEING DONE? 
The re-assessm ent is being done 
to assure each taxpayer of paying 
their fair share of the total tax load. 
Properties that are assessed too 
low will be raised j u s t as properties 
that are assessed too high will be 
lowered. 
Property improvements that have 
affected market value will be ad­ 
justed on the assessm ent roll. 
To keep a well equalized tax base, 
properties should be re-studied p er­ 
iodically. 
Economic obsolescence, physical 
depreciation and functional depre­ 
ciation should be re-figured at the 
end of these periods to assure that 
each property owner is fairly treat­ 
ed. 
Once the new assessm ent base is 
correct, the present staff of asses­ 
sors will be able to keep up with the 
periodic review of the sections of 
the county and of classes of prop­ 
erty. 


WHY IT IS NECESSARY 
TO ENTER BUILDINGS 
It is necessary to inspect both the 
interior and exterior parts of each 
building to determine size, depre­ 
ciation, class and grade of construc­ 
tion, such as types of foundation, 
walls, roofs and m aterials, trim , 
heating and plumbing. These facts 
are carefully noted on our record 
cards. 
From this basic information, we 
compile the co st of reproduction new 
and the various depreciation allow­ 
ances, to obtain a sound value. 
Other structures, such as porches 
and garages are added and depreci­ 
ated accordingly to reach a fair 
market value. 
Market sale comparisons and cap­ 
italization are also used where ap- 
jlicable. 
DO FURNISHINGS AFFECT THE 
ASSESSED VALUE? 
Even though the inside of a build­ 
ing is inspected, the appraiser DOES 
NOT consider the value of FUR­ 
NISHINGS and personal property. 
The work is performed in a se r­ 
ies of steps or phases as follows:

THE PASSION PLAY 
There is a rich background to the 
Passion Play which is being brought 
to Warren by the Jaycees for three 
days of next month, September 8, 9, 
and IO. The little village of Oberam- 
mergau, which is a Bavarian town a ; 
few m iles southwest of Munich, wasi 
stricken by the black death in 16331 
and as an expression of gratitude: 
when the scourge ended prom ised 
to enact the passion and death of 
Christ every ten years. 
This it started to do the follow­ 
ing year. The series was changed 
to decimal years in 1670, and it has 
been done faithfully except during 
the Franco-Prussian war, and the 
two late world wars. 
Oberammergau is a village of 
about 1,700. Almost 700 of them 
take part in the play as it is given 
in their own community. It is pre­ 
sented on an outdoor stage, but the 
audience sits in an auditorium which 
seats 6,000 who see the play through 
an oval opening at the end of the 
auditorium. 
The participants include an o r­ 
chestra of about 50 and a chorus of 
46. Music for the play was written 
by Rochus Dedler, a schoolm aster of

the Oberammergau parish in 1814. 
The earliest text for the play was 
written by Ettal monks whose mon­ 
astery is located close to Oberam­ 
mergau. 
The play at home consists of 18 
acts, each of which is prefaced by 
a choral anthem and an orchestral 
selection, and by a tableaux based 
on the Old Testam ent. The tableaux 
for each act has a theme that will 
conform with the act to follow. An 
example is the offering of Isaac as 
a sacrifice by Abraham which pref­ 
aces the Crucifixion. 
The chief characters are th e 
Christus, 
th e 
twelve disciples, 
Mary, the mother of Jesu s, Mary 
Magdalene, and Martha. They pre­ 
pare for their parts by playing in 
many cla ssics during intervening 
years, and by developing physical 
characteristics which eliminate the 
need for artificial make-up. There 
are no false beards or wigs. 
Participants are supposed to re ­ 
spect their parts sufficiently to 
enact them with deepest reverence 
and to live lives that will justify 
their selection. They are chosen 
by a committee composed of the 
village priest, burgom aster, village 
council, and members selected by 
popular vote. They must be natives 
of the village and of good moral 
character. They also must be dra­ 
matically capable. 
The play is given each Sunday, 
starting in May, and two or three 
times during the week. The first 
act starts at eight o ’clock in the 
morning, and the play continues for

"We enjoy die work and it is one 
way of thanking those brave Amer­ 
icans and Allied soldiers who freed 
the city of Margraten from the 
Nazis". 
These words, spoken humbly and 
sincerely by the Rev. Dr. Pierre 
Heynen, Catholic priest and profes­ 
sor from Holland, preface a touch­ 
ing story of "hands across the sea 
It is a story of the act of devotion 
and remembrance by which th e 
graves of American soldiers are 
perpetually tended by the Dutch peo­ 
ple and Father Heynen’s own mission 
of love in visiting bereaved parents 
of American soldiers to bring them 
comfort and peace of mind. 
Father Heynen, professor of lan­ 
guage at Seminary Rolduc, the cen­ 
turies-old university at Kerkrade, 
Holland, is one of the founders of 
the idea of "adoption" by Dutch 
families of some 20,000 graves of 
American soldiers who died in ac­ 
tion in World War ll and were bur­ 
ied at Margraten, Holland. Six miles 
away, at Henri Chapelle in Belgium, 
another military cemetery served 
for interment of 18,000 Americans 
No American soldier of World War 
II lies in German soil. Since the war 
however, the remains of many have 
been Returned to their homeland. But 
the cemeteries at Margraten and 
Henri Chapelle each continue as the 
final shelter of some 10,000 Amer 
ican war dead. 
The farm home of Father Heynen’ 
parents is near Margraten in the 
Limburg province. Six miles away 
lies the German border where the 
Siegfried Line marked the scenes 
of battle in 1944, the beginning of 
the end for the Nazis. 
The 
Dutch 
priest experienced 
closely the horror and tragedy of 
war, saying mass daily in a tent 
near the cemetery, reading the bur­ 
ial service for more than 21,000 
men. He joined the 611th Graves 
Registration Company in order that 
no soldier should enter the ground 
"without a prayer, without the bless­ 
ing of the grave and the body 
Father Heynen first conceived the 
idea of "adopting" the graves at 
Margraten when serving with the 
American forces as chaplain while 
the regular Army chaplains were on 
duty at the front lines, and later, 
when letters of inquiry from be­ 
reaved parents and wives deluged 
Army authorities. He formed the 
Dutch civilian committee which fos­ 
tered the adoption project and within 
one month after announcement of the 
program, offers were received to 
care for every single grave in the 
vast cemetery. Many Dutch families 
travel fifty miles to place their flor­ 
al tributes. 
Special Memorial Day services 
are held annually at the field of 
white crosses. As many as fifty 
thousand people attend, including 
members of the royal family. At 
J 
the end of the day, when taps are 
sounded, the graves are literally 
blanketed with colorful Dutch tulips 
In his book, "Crosses In the Wind", 
J. J. Shoman devotes an entire chap­ 
ter to the work of Father Heynen 
Shortly after its publication, the 
Dutch priest was invited by the 
American Legion and Gold Star 
Mothers to visit the United States 
He made his first trip in 1947, con­ 
tacting hundreds of families, anc 
making appearances on radio, tele­ 
vision and at public meetings. He 
was received by the President oi 
the United States, then Harry S 
Truman, and decorated for services 
rendered the American government 
It was during this mission of com 
fort that Father Heynen first visited 
the Christy families in Tidioute 
Captain Ralph L, Christy, 120thInf., 
30th Div., Penna., killed in action 
March 25, 1945, lies in the field of 
white crosses at Margraten. Hi 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. W.H. Christy 
are Tidioute residents as are his 
wife and son, Mrs. Mary Christy 
and Tommy. 
Last week, Father Heynen again 
visited the Christys spending sev 
eral days with his American friends 
He speaks English fluently, as be 
comes a professor of languages; his

sprinkled wi t h American "slan­ 
guage" picked up 
f r o m his GI 
friends; and he does a good imita­ 
tion of "the Southern accent". He 
never ceases to be amazed at the 
abundance that is America. "You 
eat so good", he repeated with 
every clang of the dinner bell* He 
was introduced to "cornon the cob", 
falling in love at first bite, and hoped 
to secure some seed corn to take 
back to his parents’ farm at Mar­ 
graten. If Father Heynen can coax 
it to grow, a few Dutch tulip beds 
may have to move over to make 
room 
for 
American 
"roasting 
ears". 


WE REMEMBER is the thought 
which motivates the Dutch people to 
"adopt" American military graves 
and decorate them with flowers. 
Even the children are proud to place 
their colorful bouquets of tulips at 
the foot of the white cross, one of 
many thousands in the vast ceme­ 
tery.

PAY TELEVISION LOOMS 
LARGER ON HOME SCREENS 
Pay-television may soon be a 
reality for American viewers who 
will then have the opportunity to 
choose from among a variety of 
free and paid TV programs, minus 
commercials. 
More than 600 communities in the 
U.S. and Canada already have closed 
circuit networks. Three principal 
systems of pay-TV have been de­ 
veloped and tested. These a r e : 
Phonevision, Subscriber-Vision and 
Telemeter. 
Each is a device manufactured by 
electronics corporations 
w hich , 
when attached to the television set, 
permits the reception of selected 
programs paid for directly by the 
viewer. Telemeter has a coin-box 
into which the viewer deposits his 
money before the program can be 
received. In the other two systems, 
an IBM type card is punched to un­ 
scramble the signal and the set 
owner is billed at the end of the 
month 
as he is for other utili­ 
ties. 
The three systems can be trans­ 
mitted via public utility lines or on 
conventional broadcasting channels. 
The first wired service to go into 
business will start next Tuesday in 
Bartlesville, 
Oklahoma. This is

We see no advantage in having 
beauty if you can’t see it. We see 
no sense in advertising the glories 
of your scenery if much of the best 
is hidden. We also wonder how much 
good it does for us to keep worrying 
the subject if no one will listen or 
act. 
We enjoy motoring and photog­ 
raphy, especially in an open car. We 
also enjoy the use of a good pair of 
binoculars on such occasions. For 
these reasons it seems impractical 
to do nothing about clearing the 
underbrush and thinning the trees 
where they isolate long stretches of 
highway. 
Unfortunately the road too seldom 
follows a major stream. When it does 
so in the cradle of a huge, wooded 
valley, the drive is glorious. 
We have one of the most ideally 
equipped areas in the nation for such 
beauty, but the highways are so lined 
with heavy shrubbery that you can 
drive for miles along the river and 
seldom catch a brief glimpse of it. 
When you do, ’hose in the car often 
will exclaim, “ Isn’t that a gorgeous 
scene,” and reach for their color 
film. 
It would do no I arm to the forests 
to make such scenes almost con­ 
tinual 
through our valleys. The 
underbrush could be cleared along 
the highway with no loss, and we 
have enough trees in this area to 
suffer no harm if a few were trimmed 
from the roadway. 
However, we doubt if many trees 
would need be cut, If the heavy 
underbrush were chopped out, the 
remaining tree trunks would do little 
to obscure the view, and in fact 


might lend it an appropriate setting. 
We can show the highway depart­ 
ment or the forestrymen miles of 
such road. It would attract thousands 
of tourists, if that is important, but 
even more satisfying is the pleasure 
we natives would gain in our own 
area.
